approving church or crown, went 
on: 
“ I 
have reached this decision 
entirely alone." 
Text of the historic statement: 
“ I would like it to be known 
that I have decided not to marry 
Group Captain Peter Townsend. 
“ I have been aware that, sub­ 
ject to my renouncing my rights 
of succession, it might have been 
possible for me to contract a civ­ 
il marriage. 
But, mindful of the 
church’s 
teaching that Christian 
marriage is indissoluble and con­ 
scious of my duty to the Com­ 
monwealth, I have resolved to put 
their considerations before any oth 
ors. 
“ I have reached this decision 
entirely alone, and in doing so I 
have been strengthened by the un­ 
failing support 
and devotion of 
Group Captain Townsend. 
I ani 
deeply 
grateful 
for the concern 
of all those who have constantly 
prayed for my happiness. 
(signed) Margaret.” 
That was the end of the text. 
Margaret’s statement 
made it 
clear that she 
loved 
Townsend 
But it also made clear she gave 
him up for church and crow-n. 
This was the abdication of King 
Edward VHI in reverse. 
Edward 
gave up his throne in 1936 for the 
love of American divorcee Wallis 
Warfield Simpson. 
But Margaret 
renounced the man she loved for 
her royal duty as a princess of 
the reigning house and third in 
line of succession to the crown. 
It was a .sacrifice of a young 
girl's first love for an old king­ 
dom'- fierce pride 
For Townsend, 
it was tragedy. 
The fragile-faced 
flier himself 
spent a last 4 14 hour visit with 
Margaret tonight. Then quietly he 
left Clarence House and went off 
into the foggy London night

Behind Those Resolutions

h a s afforded U s striking insight into 
how great organizations like the 
Legion are sometimes m aneuvered 
into approving ill-considered reso­ 
lutions on topics of national con­ 
cern 
At its recent Miami convention 
the Legion by voice vote condemn 
cd UNESCO, the United Nations 
Educational. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, on grounds it 
was 
Com m unistic, 
atheistic and sy m ­ 
p ath etic to world governm ent. 
Murphy was ch airm an of a spe­ 
cial Legion committee ordered by 
the 1953 and 1954 conventions to 
investigate these charges 
lie now 
say s that five or six m em b ers of 
this group, including himself, then 
had a bias against 
UNESCO on 
the basis of what the Legion a1 
read y had said. 
The com m ittee set about prob­ 
ing the m atter, exam ining 23 spe 
cific charges against the organiza 
tion. 
One, for exam ple, > . 
that 
Alger Hiss fathered UNESCO 
In the course of its inquiry, tht 
com m ittee visited Com m unist book 
shops and scanned the tiles of tht 
Daily Worker, hunting for boost' 
for UNESCO. 
Thew 
found none 
They could not find evidence to 
supjHirt any of the charges 
“ After a thorough study,” says 
M urphy, “ we changed our m inds." 
The group decided instead that 
UNESCO was doing effective work 
in reducing illiteracy in backw ard 
lands, that it was trying earnestly 
though som etim es ineffectually, to 
lift 
general standards of health, 
nutrition and education 
a1! over 
the world. 
Interestingly enough, a 
'im ilar 
co m m ittee nam ed by the C ham ber 
of C om m erce of the United Stat - 
had com e to the sam e conclusion 
about UNESCO: 
“ We looked for 
e\ idence and we could not 
find 
it." 
Last May. Murphy presented his 
c o m m itte e’s finding' 
to the Le 
g ion’s national executive body in a 
two-ind-n-haU hour speech 
“ At the end.” he says, “ I receiv­ 
ed a rising ovation, which was un­ 
heard of.” 
But Murphy and hi- group did 
not “ cam pa ign ” to put over their 
report with the full convention at 
Miami. 
It is estim ated that fewer 
than 50 of the 3200 delegates ever 
read 
the 
painstakingly 
prepared 
document, 
['here was no debate 
on the subject. 
Instead, the convention proceed­ 
ed to endorse a resolution which 
denounced UNESCO 
on ail th e , 
counts 
Murphy’s com m ittee 
h a d ! 
iound to be false 
M urphy attributed this -astonish­ 
ing result to a “ vociferous" and 
tightly organised minority of ex 
t re rn i sis whose views do not repre 1 
sent the Legion rank and file.

the absence of an organized effort 
to support the co m m ittee’s find­ 
ings, the extrem ists stam peded the 
convention 
It’s 
a sad 
lesson. 
Evidently 
facts alone arc not enough. 
They 
must 
he vigorously 
championed
